1* Claims 2, 6 and 7 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly 
point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

a. Regarding to claim 2, on page 45, the recitation "the 
composite formatted data block" and claim 6, on page 46, the 
recitation "composite formatted data blocks" lack antecedent basis 
since it is unclear which previously claimed subject matter is 
being referred to in each case., 

b. Regarding to claim 19, on page 49, the recitation "the 
step of processing" lacks antecedent basis because the claim fails 
to clearly point out which of the step cited in the base claim (18) 
is being referred to as "the step of processing". 

2. Claims 1, 3-5, 7-20 are rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable 
over claims 1, 3-5, 7-17 and 19-21 of U.S. Patent No. 5,132,992. 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not 
patentably distinct from each other because they are but different 
definitions of the same subject matters, varying in breath, as set 
forth in M.P.E.P 806.03. 

a. Regarding to claims 1, the combination of the library 
means and identification encoding means of the transmission system 
of the instant invention is met by the same combination in the 
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system of the base claim (1) of the conflicting patent because the 
combination in both system performs the same functions on the 
information which either has already been "contained in" or is 
being "input to" items stored in the library means. As to "the 
formatted and sequenced data " limitation, since it is meant to 
refer to the previously cited "sequence of addressable data 
blocks " , it is met by "the formatted and sequenced data blocks " 
limitation in claim 1 of the conflicting patent. 

b. Regarding to claims 3-5, the "analog data" and the 
"digital data" limitations of the instant invention are met by the 
"analog signals" and "digital signals" limitations in claims 3-5 of 
the conflicting patent since it is well-known in the art that 
"analog data" /"digital data" can be represented by "analog 
signals"/"digital signals" in communications system. 

c. Regarding to claim 13, the "repeating patterns" 
limitation of the instant invention is met by the "patterns" 
limitation of the conflicting patent since a repeating pattern is 
actually one special form of a pattern. 

3. The obviousness-type double patenting rejection is a 
judicially established doctrine based upon public policy and is 
primarily intended to prevent prolongation of the patent term by 
prohibiting claims in a second patent not patentably distinct from 
claims in a first patent. In re yogel, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 
A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 C.F.R. 
§ 1.321(b) would overcome an actual or provisional rejection on 
this ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown 
to be commonly owned with this application. See 37 C.F.R. 
§ 1.78(d) .
